MELANOHOLY DEATH UF OAPTAIN SPEKE. 


Wira а feeling of regret which will be universal we have to an- 
nounce the melancholy death of Captain Speke, which took place 
on Thursday week by an accident from his own gue, while he was 
out shooting partridges. Osptain Speke, who was steying at the 
residence of bis brother, went out to shoot oa Lord Methuen's 
estate, at Corsham, near Bath, in company with his relative, G. 
Faller, Esq. Не was getting over a stone wali, when his gun, 
у hich was в Lancaster breech-loader, тев off socidentally, and 
the whole charge was lodged with fatal effect in bis body. was 
apparently sensicle for в few minutes, 006 was only able to вау 
feebly to Mr. Fuller, “ Don't move me,” and expired in fifteen 
minutes. Osptain John Hanniag Speke was born in 1827. He 
entered the army when seventeen years of age. In 1855 he joined the 
Turkish Contingent, and proceeded with it to the Crimea, bat his 
military career was not that in which he was destined to win die- 
tinction. He developed at an early age the love of travel, and 
pertioniarly of exploration. With Ospiain Barton he travelled in 
Arica in 1854 and 1855, and was wounded dangerously by ihe 
hative savages whom he visited. At the close of the Orimean 
war he projected а scientific excursion, but abaudoned it to ас- 
company Captain Borton again to Africs. This expedition was for 
general purposes of East African exploration rather then for the 
discovery of the вочг е оЁ the Nile, but the discoveries he then 
mado raised іп his wind that speculation 88 to the mysterious 


sources of the great river, which & snbsequent expedition. in 
company with Oaptain Grant, enabled bim to proves truth. With 
Captain Barton, in Joly, 1858, he reached as far as the southern ex- 
tremity of Lake Ngauza, 8,740 feet above the level of tho sea, and 
2,300 miles from the mouth of the Nile, and he speculated as to 
these great waters being the real source of the river. He was not 
able to verify it then. The very day that he arrived home, on the 
9th of May, 1859, he set about arranging & new expedition, to 
return and prove the truth which he felt he should be able to esta- 
blish. With Oaptaia Grant for his only European companion, he 
landed in Eastern Africa, opposite Zenzibar, on the 204 Uctober, 
1860, and at onca pursued his adventurous journey. Не won the 
goal, and unmasked the mystery ; fostered the truth he felt into a 
conviction, and re'urned to the fame which he had won. His news 
resched England in the early months of 1863, and he himself 
quickly followed. How he was honoured and rewarded is fresh in 
the memory of ua all. 

The;ooroner for the liberty of Corsham held an inquest on the 
body of Captain Spoke. The inquiry took place at the residence of 
the deceased's brother, W. Speke, Esq, Monk's Park, near Oor- 
sham, to whioh place the body had been removed. The firat wit- 
ness examined was 

Mr. George Fuller, son of Mr. Fuller, of Neston Park, who de- 
posed: About half-past two yesterday I left my father’s house with 
deceased for the purpose el shooting partridges. Deceased had 
fred off both barrels before the accident occarred. About four 
o'clock I got over в low part of a loose stone wali, and was about 
sizty yards from the place when I heard the report of a gun, and 
looking round saw the deceased standing on the wali. Shortly 
after he fell into the field, and оп going to his assistance I found 
him on the ground with & wound in his chest, bleeding, which 1 
endeavoured to stop Не was then sensible, and spoke to me, but 
did not long remain во. Т etsyed with him abont five minutes, ano 
then left bim in obarge of the keeper, Daniel Davis, and жесі for 


assistance. I observed the gun lying by the side of the wall, 
one barrel, the right, was then at half-cock, the other was dis- 
charged. I heard very little report, and should suppose that the 
muzzle ан the gan was very near the body of the deceased when it 
went off. 

Daniel Davis corroborated the above statement. He did not see 
the gan explode, but seeing his master running towards the de- 
ceased, he went too, and found him with г, wound in his sido, and 
Mr. Faller endeavouring to stop the blood with his hand. Heard 
the deceased groan once or twice, but could not say whether һө was 
actually sensible or not. Stayed with him till he died, which was 
about quarter of an hour síter the discharge of the gun. The 
gun was a Lancaster breech-loader, without & safoty-guard, but 
should think it was safe. 

Mr. Snow, surgeon, of Box, was called in to the deceased. Found 
him dead on his arrival. ‘Chere was а wound in the left side, suck 
as would be made by a cartridge if the muzzle of the guu was 
close to the body. ‘There was no other wound. it led in a 
direction upwards and towards the spine, pessing through the 
linge, and dividing all the large blood-vessele near the heart, 
but did not touch the heart itself. Such & wound would cause 
death. 

The Coroner haviog briefly addressed the jury on their melan- 
choly daty, and pointed out to them what he considered was the 
verdict they should return. 

The jury unanimously recorded their verdict that the deceased 
died from the accidental discharge of his own gun. They also вр- 
pended aa expression of sympathy for the family of the deceased 
in their bereavement, which was в loss both to his family and to 
the whole country.

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Ох Monday, Francis Muller, was, for the first time in England, 
confronted with the witnesses against him. From the mystery 
that surrounded the crime for eight or nine days afier Mr. Briggs 
was found dying on the railroad track, the accidental discovery of 
the clue to the supposed perpetrator of the deed, the long pursuit 
and the final capture, the unueual interest shown in the case by 
the publio is very intelligible. Up to this stage the crime has been 
surrounded by circumstances that seem more like the inveation of 
в novelist than an actual occurrence. Bat it may be anticipated, 
now that the whole case assumes & new phase, that the peculiar 
feeling exeited by the manner in which Mr. Briggs was killed will 
be somewhat allayed. The hundreds who have thronged Euston- 
square and Bows-street for в chance of catehing а glimpse of the 
prisoner scarcely represent the far greater numbers of & public 
manch less demonstrative. The calmer section of the conmunity, 
knowing that the case is at last before the tribunals of the 
country, will cease to perplex themselves with questions 
as to Бот such an atrocity could have been committed, 
Tho apprehension, which ai one period had slmost deepened 
isto terror, lost society had no efficient protection against 
new forme of crime is materially weakened. Every one was ready 
to contribute some aid or suggestion towards tracing the mystery; 
but the moment evidence enough was obtained to enable the polios 
authorities to act, the first feverish excitement ceased. The publio 
mind has recovered its balance, and is again able to judge coolly of 
fgets. 1% is evidence only that can now determine men's opinions 
of the prisoner's guilt or innocence. The examination of Monday 
was conducted with all the moderation and impartiality of Eagiieh 
eriminal procedure. For the prosecution nothing was elated 
beyond в bere and even meagre outline of the facis. The witnesses 
gave the same testimosy previously heard before the coroner. 
Some of them were freely cross-examined by the в advo- 
este, who, we must presume, did all he could to shake that testi- 
mong; but in tho exercise of his discretion, he declined to 
aubjact most ef the witnesses to soy cross cxemimation what- 
over. Among those exempted from the test was Mr. Death, 
the jeweller, and others whose evidence is not, less important. 
That the German Association should provide Muller with the 
mesus of his defence is perfectly fair amd unobjectionable. No one 
would wish to place any obstacle in the way of the prisoner being 
assisted by the best legal shil? the association caa command. But 
the impression they have produced om the public mind ig that some” 
Shing more than this was to be attempted. It has been rumoured 
that the case of Muller was to be treated as if German honour were 
involved in obtaining nis acquittal If such feeling has ever 
existed, nothing could be more unfortunate than ite exhibition. It 
would force into the proceedings matters quite extraneous to the 
case, and excite needless antagonism, above all things to be ayoided 
in such в body ав в mixed jury of Englishmen aud foreigners. We 
hope we may rank the ides of auch a defence, “on the ground of 
nationality,” за inspired only by an apprehension which the 
conduct of the authorities is most effectually removing. 
It may tend to allay the fears of the too sensitive Germans to re- 
mind them that the impression made by the orime with which 
Muller is charged has been surpassed by the excitement produced 
by the deeds of many English criminals. Such a general feeling 
is the rule as to all crimes that strongly affect the mind, not ап 
exception because the perpetrator їз & foreigner. If the advocate of 
Maller has а clear and complete answer to all the points of evi- 
dence that tell against the prisoner, the proof in hie favour may be 
offered with tho certainty of having the Тай importance attached 
ю No portion of the defence was offered on Monday, and 
possibly it may be wholly reserved for the trial.

Firresy railway accidents, with their causes, incidents, snd re- 
sults, are carefully chronicled and philesophically discussed in & 
paper issued from the Board of Trade. It has become а regular 
practice, which ought to be very satisfactory to the human freight 
of excursion waggons, that as soon as а smash has happoned, and 
while the delinquent engine is yet hissing and spluttering among

Firat, there ме 
tne perils of the permanent way, and he will learn that " longi- 
tudinal irregularity in the level of the rails” is an ordinary rea- 
son for the engine “ leaving the rails,” and that Captain "Гуйег is 
constently reporting upon acoidents arising from " trenail fasten- 
ings,” whigh seem to be epecially productive of this longitudinal 
irregularity. As Ceptain 'l'yler's reports hive hitherto failed to 
extirpate the trenaii fastenings, we do not see what is to be done 
under this head by the exoursionist except to put up а prayer sgainst 
trenail fastenings in general and every longitudinal irregularity in 
particular. Having made up his mind to endure the risk of the 
permanent rail, the danger from a recalcitrant looomotive will next 
come before him. These diagrams will show him exactly how they 
burst. It may, however, be consolatory to him to know that Cap- 
tain Tyler thinka “there is no reason, in the present stale of our 
knowledge, for the explosion of а locomotive from any cause.” Bat 
the cecurrence of three explosions in one month on passenger rail- 
ways shows, nevertheless, that they do explode. There is an 
instance of а smash occurring from a “fying shunt,” which will 
be very pleasant reading to our nervous friend. A flying shunt is 
defined to be “ the sudden turning the engine upon one line and 
the waggons upon another whilo all are in motion,” a very delicate 
operation, upon the 800288 of which our excarsionist may be made 
to stake his life without his consent being asked to the wager. 
Then come the countless dangers srising from the trains being late 
In cases of collisions and flying shunts the trains are always late. 
Our friend had better shat his cyes to this class of perils, and com- 
fort himself by recollecting that in railway accident actions а 
sensible juryman invariably now asks whether the train was late, 
and, if it was, trebles the damages ho would otherwise have gives. 
Jt is too terrible в reflection that if during all the six weeks of oar 
Ігіеп в projected tour any one signalman should omit to make the 
моа! at the proper moment, ог ару one enginc-driver should omit 
to see it at the proper moment, then our friend may never come 
back again. His fate momentarily depends upon the manipalation 
of those little lever handles he will be constantly passing. With 
all these chances against tae railway traveller, the wonder would 
seem to be that he ever gets to his journey's ond with his bones 
unbroken. It would appear that, after calowiating for the tempia- 
tion to cheapness and bad workmanship, and for low wages and the 
ignorance of the class which alone low wages cam buy, the wonder- 
ful fact is that sooner or later the paseepger generally does get to 
his journey's end, and that the evils so possible are ta reality 
scarcely appreciable.

LUCKNOW, 18rH to 23RD SEPTEMBER. 


GENERALLY speaking, you can't in five ccnsecutive minutes come 
across any balí-dozen men who will ezactly coincide іп avy 
one ergument, unless, indeed, it be that every one of the 
six ought to be much better off tt aa he іе; nader which circam- 
stances it is just possible the half-dozen would agree—naless, 
indeed, one asserted himself to be contented, for the mere desire to 
have a will of bis own. 

Bat there was no doubt abont this, that every sentient soul in 
the Lucknow garrison agreed with every other sane individuel in 
a similar straight, that ав the promised time of relief came near, the 
days had some unaccountable propeity of lengthening themselves 
i^ an exceeding extent. 

“ Bless my soul! not diuner-time yet?” 

: Ён ms go b ок to the trenches, we shall get through the time 
quicker." 

“ Heigho! I wish we were either relieved or dono; for his waiting 
is the very devil.” 

Buch were the expressions which “dropped about” the garrison 
as tbe third week of September drew to an end. 

Waiting in avy shape, from that of your wife putting on her 
bonnet to the more important matter of attending a legacy, is in- 
tolerable. 

It was lucky for the Lucknow men that they still had plenty of 
work to carry them through, or they would have died in droves of 
sheer mortification, and weariness of waiting Bat in their case, as 
in that of many blessed others, work was at hand—hard-handed 
work—and plenty of it. 

И ма fair calcalation to state that an hour off daty, daring the 
last дауа of the siege of Lucknow, and before the holidays arrived, 
was six times as long as that same extent of time passed in any shape 
of energy. Meanwhile, the enemy kept pounding away with the 
tenacity of a terrier at a rat-hole. Possibly, it was habit with them 
rather than the hope of success, but it is certain the rebels never 
gave us more than an hour's rest at a time. 

Given а lull іп the leaden and iron storm, and then іп s moment 
the metal hail would rattle over the entrenchments again as though 
the enemy were bent upon overtaking lost time. 

The poor old Residency appeared to be the especial mark of hate 
on the part of the wastefal sepoy artillerists—wasteful, because the 
good Бевїдевсу was almost a complete ruin, only one wall standing, 
while the enemy must have known that, as a shelter, it must have 
been abandoned, seeing that the building was so totterish as to be 
immeasurably more dangerous te any men or women near it than 
the enomy’s fire. 

It was on the 19th September that the last of the good old build- 
ing which had been the centre of the stronghold, the heart of the 
garrison, the soul, во to speak, out of which the had 
emerged—it was on the 19:0 that the last quivering wall ran down 
with а great swiri of dust and whirling currents.

way from sheer weakness when tbe other half was nearing. 


It was also on September 19th that the lest sale in garrison took 
place, and the enormous prioss which things fetched will lead 
readers to judge ot the famine-like condition (especially for clothing) 
to which the garrieon hed been reduced. For instance, 8 new 
Явопе! shirt wee knocked down for forty rupees (£4); while five 
old fiannel shirts brought in 112 rupees (£11 4s) A single bottle 
of brandy fetched £4 

Water aleo began to run short; and, to add to this scarcity, one 
of the most important wells—one on which implicit reliance had 


been placed—became perfeotly valueless, as far as all the Indians in | d 


моа were concerned, by reason of the ‘contamination of 
esth.” 

It was ов the 21st that в water-carrier, drawing water from thie 
unfortunate well, was struck by a ball, вод knocked dead into it. 
The news spread among the natives, and beyond all doubt, had it 
been attempted to force them to drink that water, the whole In- 
dian soldiery which had hitherto remained faithful to the English 
cause would have turned upon us, the garrison would have been 
lost, and within three or four days of relief, the English who had 
held their own would have been massacred to the very last little 
child—what of children, by iho way, that were left. Very few by 
the end of the third week in September. 

The body of the water-carnfer was got up very quickly, bat that 
act did not purify the well. Any Indien who drank of its waters 
would lose caste ; and therefore, to avoid all danger of an insurrec- 
tion, the well in question «as marked, covered over, and short as 
water was running, was not used again during the brief remainder 
of the siege. 

This event of the well is mentioned as а forcible iilusiration of 


the minute watchfulness the handful of English in garrison at | 


Lucknow had to exercise to save themselves from the utter annihi- 
lation which threatened them uncesaingly not only from without, 
but from within. 

It i$ bad enough to have а bioodthirsty enemy outside the house, 
but 50 have an uncertain friend sitting inside your residence, and 
at your very table, is immeasurably worse. 

After all of which remarks upon the danger to which the Laok- 
now English were unceasingly exposed, it may as well once more 
be added that English duty and life, and ordinary habits, went on as 
nearly after the common rule of English existence as possible. One 
cannot always be dreading the murderer; we grow acoustomed to 
hie presence, precisely as в woman who fully'expecta her drink-mad 
husband will one day destroy her, falls asleop by his side, and does 
not awake until morning, if ever on this earth she awakes at ali. 

People joked and talked, and ‘went on” as nearly usual as рой- 
sible. The deaths and burials affeoted the garrison but for a short 
time after each dreary interment. Exactly as an undertakers 
children have no fesr of coffins, and make playthings of them, so 
in garrison at Lucknow—the dead were buried, and the eurvivors 
were cheerful; not only because custom will habituate us to every- 
thing, but because each man felt he might join the dead at any mo- 
ment. And exactly аё you do not yearn for your friend going 8 
journey, if you are soon going to follow that friend, во each man 
and woman in garrison (the mothers assuredly excepted?) did not 
mourn deeply for their dead, for the simple reason that the sur- 
vivors did not value their own lives at five miuutes' purchase, в 
statement which is not to lead the reader to suppose that they 
despaired. You can be perfectly cheerful, and yet expect the ballet 
that is to be your billeteven while you are laughing. 

It is astonishing how іп war you become perfectly fearless of 
death. The feeling calls for an apprenticeship assuredly, but when 
you have served your time it does not follow that you shall have в 
bard heart. In fact, it is my experience that tough old soldiers 
have, as a rule, the tenderost hearts in existence. 

For instance, Тап Flat had the tenderest heart in his bosom that 
в man shou!d have, aud yet he was blithe enough, though he ex- 
pected death at any momont. ч 

Now Tim, by the 218: September, had been 118 off to the com- 
miasariat depa:tment—that is to say, in more rations! language, it 


was bis duty to mount guard over the remaining store of beer and 
spirits, all of which was devoted to the hospital service.

Well, sir, two bottles went—beer—from the shelf near the win-

A GBEAT FIRE. 

On Monday morning, between three and four 
o'clock, a fire broke out in the City which, in 
point of extent and destruction of property, has 
not been equalled since the burning of Cotton's 
Wharf. The fire was first discovered by а police- 
constable, who noticed a strong glare of light as 
well ав volumes of smoke issuing from the pre- 
mises of Meeers..Taplinge, carpet manufacturers, 
Gresham-atreet West. The baldiog, which is 
about 170 feet long and 100 feet high, is situated 
mearly opposite the Goldsmithe’ Hall, the upper 
floors being occupied as warehouses by Messrs. 
Hillabey ç, is in a large block of houses formed 
by Greshaw-street, Wood-street, and Stainiog- 
lane, aud contains some of the most costi y-stocked 
premises in the Oity, including those of Harris 
*nd Oo. On ascertaining that в serious confla- 
gration was raging inside the buildiug, the œn- 
stable raised an alarm, and іп a few minntes a 
number of engines were hastening to the spot, 
now the scene of the wildest confusion and dia- 
may. The fire вооа gained great head, and the 
Йес roared through forty windows, threateniug 
all the adjoinfog property. In consequence of 
the great danger to Haberdashors’ Hall measures 
were promptly adopted by the firemen and others 
for removing the paintings aud other valuable 
articles kept ева. This work was not oom- 
menoed в moment боо soon, for the flames rapidly 
extended to the hall, which has only just 
been repaired at а coat of £10,000. They 
also seized on the premises of Messrs. Edmonds, 
button makers, and Mr. Jones, warehouseman, at 
the corner of Wood-street, and bad full possession 
of а distriot of considerable extent, from which 
they rose high іп the sir. The site of the На\е:- 
dashers’ Hell was bequeathed to the company in 
the year 1478 (17th Edward LV), and the one 
which formerly stood upon the evclosure whick 
forms the ares of the present fire is desoribed aa 
being very spacious, for in it met the Parliament 
Oommissioners during the interregnum. The 
present building (or, at least, ag much of it ag 
remains) was built by Sir сынар Wren проп 
в portion of the site ef the ог building, which 
was destroyed by the Great Fire of London. This 
building was of brick, & heavy pile, having no 
pretensions to exterior ornament, but richly 
ashioned and decorated in the interior. Bat a 
short time since, when the premises of Меввге. 
Tapling and Oo. were erected, а handsome gate- 
way and en leading to the court-room and 
back buildings were erected in Gresham-street, to 
harmonise with the new structures, and & 
handsome pair of iron gates fixed іц the new 
doorway, snd the old wall was repaired, but not 
rebuilt. Of these the major part sre destroyed. 
In the hall of the master and wardens there were 
several admirable paintings by early masters. [t 
was not unti) siz o'clock on Monday night that 
the fire was got safely under.
